The  course  will  deal  mainly  with  methods  to  solve  problems  in  partial 
differential  equations  and  as  such  will  include: 

a)  Separation  of  variables,  orthogonal  functions,  special 
coordinates,  special  functions,  eigen  values. 

b)  Operational  methods,  gutegral  transforms. 

c)  Green’s  functions,  gutegration  method  of  Riemann,  Potential 
Theory. 

Further  it  may  include  some  special  topics,  partly  for  repetition,  partly 
as  extension.  These  can  be  for  example:  victor  analysis,  complex 
integrals,  linear  equations,  etc.
